EDWARD ADAMS 


EDWARD ADAMS [my 4th great grandfather] Born possibly in late 1600s. 
Edward and William Adams were the only two Adams who signed for an 
early poll list in 1748 in Brunswick County, Virginia, - no doubt 
brothers. Edward died between 1748 and 1750. His estate is in Will 
Book 3, page 59. Date of appraisement July 21, 1750. Edward then 
"deceased", Estate returned into Court March 51, 1752 by Mary Adams, 
his wife, and Administratrix for probate. 


The will of Mary, his wife, Will Book 5, pages 99-100, was made on 
January 5, 1774. Probated on June 26, 1780, Brunswick County. 


Second Generation 
CHILDREN OF EDWARD AND MARY ADAMS 


Proof of two children has been found and what appears to be proof of 
three others has been found. Mary mentions son Isaac in her will and 
Isaac names "my brother James" as administrator of his estate. Also, 
Edward Adams, Junior was a witness to Mary's will. Also, my photocopy 
of will of Thomas Adams shows he names "my brother James and my sister 
Sarah Williamson" in his will, Will Book 5, page 17. So, this seems 
to link Thomas and Sarah with other children of Edward and Mary Adams 
of Brunswick County, Virginia. Their estate lists "4 beds and 2 bas— 
kets". The above mentioned Isaac was my third great grandfather.

EDMUND ADAMS 


EDMUND ADAMS [my great-great grandfather], son of Isaac and Betty Adams. 
Edmund was born before 1774 but exact date unknown. Deeds ot purchess 
and sale of lands indicate Edmund died between 1796 and 1798. Inven- 
tory and appraisement of estate is found in Will Book 6, page 429. 

Also Amount Sales Estate Edmund Adams is in Will Book 6, page 440. His 
estate was returned into Court for probate by Elizabeth Adams on June 
®8, 1802. I have certified copy of marriage. On Dec. 17, 1788 Edmund 
Adams was married to Elizabeth Cooksey in Greensville County, Virginia. 
John Baptist Cooksey, father, gave consent and Isaac Adams, Jr. and 
Winfield Adams signed for their brother. 


The searcher I had engaged to trace my families in Virginia could hardly 
believe her eyes when she found a guardianship record in an old Order 
Book # 18 on page 234 showing that on Dec. 23, 1799 » & Court in Bruns- 
wick County named William Rideout as guardian over Edmund's three 
children: Jesse, Wyatt and Polly Adams. I have since learned that the 
Rideouts were kin of the Cooksey family (see other page). I havea 
certified copy of above guardianship record and signed by Deputy Clerk 
and it bears the seal of Brunswick County. 


NOTE: Greensville County mentioned above adjoins Brunswick County on 
the east. In 1781 a portion was cut from Brunswick and from 
Sussex Counties and this became Greensville County in 1781. 


Fourth Generation 


JESSE ADAMS OF VIRGINIA AND KENTUCKY 
JESSE ADAMS [my great grandfather], oldest of three children of Edmund 
and Elizabeth (Cooksey) Adams. Jesse Adams, of English ancestry, was 
born late in the year of 1789 in Brunswick County, Virginia, which is 
located on the North Carolina line — southern border of Virginia. 
Jesse Adams left a will (I have photocopy)and estate: in McLean County, 
Illinois (Probate No. 202, Box No. 6). It lists his death as March 11, 
1844, his age about 55 years. Jesse Adams could not leave Virginia 
until he became of age to inherit his share of his father's estate. 
On January 29, 1811 in Greensville County, Virginia, Jesse Adams was 
married to Elizabeth Goodrum (certified copy). Thomas Cooksey (his 
uncle): signed as surety for this marriage. By 1815 Jesse Adams had 
come to Kentucky where he appeared on Allen County tax list. On March 
20, 1817, Book B, page 574, Jesse Adams was issued a Kentucky Land 
Warrant, 50 acres (Grant No. 1124). The deed was signed by Lieut. Gov. 
Gabriel Slaughter on March 20 » 1818 exactly a year from date of sur 
vey. His land was on Trammel Fork of Drakes Creek. On Sept 24, 1825 
Jesse sold this tract and bought 93 acres N E of Bowling Green where 
he lived near John Price and F. R. Cowden. I am certain these two 
men talked Jesse into going to Illinois ~ he sold out in 1936 — and all 
three families formed a wagon train and moved to McLean County, Ill.

To reach the Cemetery: A two storey brick building, which was the Bank of Pine Apple build- 
ing, i: .1 the corner of the main street and a side road. Drive past 
the bank building and past this side road to a small frame building 
which is the Matheson Library. immediately after passing the Library 
there is a roadway to the right leading to the cemetery. While the 
cemetery cannot be seen from the main street, if this roadway to it 
is not maintained it is less than half a block walk to the cemetery. 
The cemetery is between the Library and the former residence of 
Mr. J.T. Adams (now occupied by a family by the name of Stone) but 
is back of the Library, which sits close to the road.

R EGRETTABLY, some families that have contributed in 
‘\. important measure to Walton history are not represented 
in the informal genealogies of this chapter, due to the fact that 
necessary data was not located. In a sincere attempt to include as 
many as possible, appeals were made to the public through the 
county newspaper and other sources. The material here was pro- 
vided in most instances by members of the families and is pre- 
sented as such, without research by the author. Abbreviations in- 
clude b.—born, m.—married, and d—died. 


Adams 


Among Georgia's early settlers was James Adams (b. 3/5/1795 
Franklin County, Va.; m. circa 1818), husband of Frances Hern- 
don Adams (b. 12/3/1800). Moving to Jasper County in 1820, 
they located nine miles from Monticello. Children of James and 
Yrances Herndon Adams were George Washington, Thomas 
Rucker, Edward Herndon, Sarah Ann, Catherine Ford, Elizabeth 
Lucinda, William, Rachel Jane, Green, Martha Matilda, Dillard 
Hemdon, John Jefferson, James Madison, Thomas Green, and 
Mary Frances. 

Their seventh child, William (b. 2/2/1831 Jasper County; m. 
2/27/1849) , was wed to Susan Frances Hurst (b. 1/5/1883 New- 
ton County; d. 2/26/1905). William’s father gave him a slave 
named Aaron at the time of his and Susan’s marriage, and Aaron be- 
came almost like a member of the family. The bride’s father gave 
her a gir] slave, Hester. The two servants married and reared a 
family which numbered 18 members at the time of the Civil War. 
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About 1853, William purchased 250 acres in Newton County. 
He served with Company E, 53rd Georgia Regiment during the 
Civil War. Concerned about his wife and their children, seven 
in number at that time, he hired a substitute named Mitchell and 
returned home. The substitute died of measles and William en- 
listed again, this time with Joe Brown’s Pets. William and his 
wife were members of Harris Springs Primitive Baptist Church, 
having joined about 1855. He served as church clerk, and lived 
all his life in Newton County. 

William and Susan Frances Hurst Adams's children were James 
Monroe, Betsy Ann, John Hurst, Dillard Joseph, William Ander- 
son, Sarah Frances, Newton Columbus, Matilda Jane, Lee Davis, 
Martha Mildred, Charles Franklin, George Claud, Homer Bell- 
flower, twins Ella and Emma, and Sylvester Hindrick. Their 
eldest child, James Monroe (b. 12/9/1849; d. 1931) married Ist 
Ella Tucker of Alabama in 1868. She died the following year. 
In 1870, he was wed to N. E. Malcom, daughter of G. W. Malcom 
of Walton County. In the winter of 1871, the newlyweds moved 
to Walton, settling in Blasingame’s district. Among his assets was 
a 16-year-old horse which had been riden through the Civil War 
by David Ivey. 

James Monroe Adams bought a farm of less than 100 acres. In 
1873, he joined Jack’s Creek Baptist Church. He is said to have 
declared that he “gained their fellowship by talking and main- 
tained it by walking.” For 25 years, he served as church clerk and 
also held a like post with the Oconee Association. He gradually 
accumulated more than 1,000 acres of land, operated a gin, saw- 
mill, and a store in connection with the post office in the little 
community of Nunnally. During one year, he taught school at 
Sweetwater. He retired in 1903 and bought the Allen Arnold 
homeplace. Cordial and witty, he is quoted by the Walton News 
of June 17, 1913, as remarking that he had “not an enemy in the 
world but few friends who would stick to him if a bear should 
overtake him.” 

James Monroe and N. E. Malcom Adams’s children were George 
Lee (b. 3/21/1871; m. 12/24/1891 Rosa L. Griffin; children: 
Warren Clarice, Grace, Julius Malcom, William Burton, James 
Griffin) ; Ella America (b. 9/11/1872; m. 5/28/1891 W. L. Breed- 
love; children: Thomas Richard, Howell, Hassie, Lois, Hester 
Amanda, Rachel Tucker, Susan Annette, twins Mary and Martha, 
Fratie Jim) ; William Franklin (b. 4/15/1874; m. first 9/23/1903 
Mrs. Mattie Estes who died 11/9/1939, second, in 1942, Zora 
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At January Term 1832, the executors applied for and obtained 
an order to make a final settlement, and after being continued until 
12 June 1832, a settlement was made. 


On 17 September 1851, on application of one WILLIAM H. TARRENCE 
whose connection with and interest in estate are nowhere shown by the 
record, a citation was issued to WILLIAM BARNETT, surviving executor 
of DAVID BARNETT, deceased, requiring him to appear and show cause 
why he should not make a final settlement of estate of his testator. 


OLDS died before TARRENCE commenced this proceeding but at what 
time does not appear. 


Slaves decreed to be accounted for, were a gift from DAVID BAR- 
NETT to OLDS and wife.

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JOHN E. ADAMS 


John E. Adams was born in Karnes County, Texas, November 1, 
1875; at the age of eighteen he moved with his family to Madison 
County and lived there three years. He married Adella Gerke of 
Brazos County in 1896. A few years later he bought a farm of 
three hundred eleven acres out of the Bowman survey and lived 
there the remainder of his life. 

He was school trustee for his community for a number of years 
and always took part in the affairs of the community. Farming 
and ranching were his means of livelihood, but he never let busi- 
ness interfere with his fishing and hunting; he believed that you 
could kill grass when you could not kill squirrels or catch catfish. 

His neighbors remember John for his pressure canning. He was 
one of the first to use this means of preserving the abundance of 
the spring garden for winter’s table and encouraged his neighbors 
to do likewise. He assisted in buying a pressure cooker and learned 
to operate it; in this way he helped his neighbors as well as him- 
self. He was a hearty, sociable man and liked nothing better than 
a communal canning—except, perhaps, hunting and fishing. 

He died April 2, 1937.

NEAL M. ADAMS 


Neal M. Adams was born September 24, 1884, in Cottonwood, 
Madison County. He was the youngest of the three children born 
to Ned and Maggie Adams. 

His childhood and youth were spent in and around Madison- 
ville. In 1903 he and his parents moved to Grimes County and 
settled near the Stone community. The next year he married 
Ruth Long. They reared six children. 

After his marriage he farmed for four years at Stone. From 
there he and his family moved to Madisonville where he operated 
a jewelry store. During this time he sold the first automobile that 
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was bought in Madisonville. After his store burned in 1913 he 
worked as a clerk in a drygoods store for two years; then he be- 
came a blacksmith. As automobiles became more numerous, he 
operated an automobile repair shop along with his business as a 
blacksmith. He purchased and used the first acetylene welding 
equipment in Madisonville. 

In 1920 he and his family moved back to Bedias, where he 
operated a “Candy Kitchen.” After two years he sold this business 
and purchased a combination grocery and hardware store. In 1924 
he installed the first light plant in Bedias and wired most of the 
homes and business houses, giving Bedias its first electric power. 
In 1926 he sold his grocery and hardware store to Joe Landers and 
again went into the automobile repair and filling station business, 
which he operated until his death. 

He served his customers well, often going out at night in weather 
fair or foul to “doctor” a mechanical contraption—usually with 
success, always with good humor. His business motto was: “We 
Repair Everything But Broken Hearts.” He served his community 
well, also, as a member of the school board for some twenty-five 
years. 

He died September 16, 1945.

EDWARD ARIOLA 


Edward Ariola, of Spanish descent, was the first known inhabi- 
tant of the Bedias area, other than Indians. One of Edward’s sons, 
Mosamore, married Polly Rivers, a daughter of Antonio Rivers, 
also a Spaniard. 

Just when Edward Ariola settled in the area is not known. The 
U. S. census of 1850 lists him as being sixty-five at that time and 
indicates that he was born in Texas. The records indicate, also, 
that he visited rather frequently with friends or relatives in Louisi- 
ana and perhaps lived there for a period, about 1822. His eldest 
son, Mosamore, was born in Texas in 1818. Another son, John, 
was born in Louisiana, in 1822. All of his other children were born 
in Texas. It is claimed that Edward Ariola was a brother-in-law 
of Ignatius Simes. No doubt it was Ariola who influenced Simes to 
come to Texas. 

Edward Ariola was a staunch supporter of Texas independence. 
Two or more of his sons enlisted and fought with the United States 
Army in the War of 1845 with Mexico. There is today a lake on 
North Bedias Creek that is known as Ariola Lake. Some students 
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of local history claim that the name of Iola, Texas, came from the 
name Ariola—but others claim that Iola is an Indian name. 


CARL V. BARNES 

On November 27, 1875, two weeks after his parents came from 
Alabama to Grimes County, Dr. Carl was born. Thus he barely 
became a native of the area where he was destined to deliver many 
other natives and save the lives of still others in his role of coun- 
try doctor. 

Young Car! first thought of a different career. He went to busi- 
ness school in Waco in 1898, but the humanitarian instinct in him 
won out, and he graduated from the Memphis Medical Hospital 
in 1902, having taken an intermission from his studies to practice 
one year in Magnolia. 

After graduation he came back to Grimes County, to the Cotton 
community, to practice. One of his first patients was a child who 
had swallowed a grass burr. Lacking precision instruments for a 
throat operation, Dr. Carl put the child on Joe Griffith’s dining 
table, made an incision in its neck, inserted a clean handkerchief 
which he drew up and out through the little patient’s mouth, thus 
extracting the grass burr. Such resourcefulness was all in a day’s 
work for the young doctor. Many were the times that he per- 
formed major operations in farm homes, on dining tables, with 
members of the patient's family holding kerosene lamps. 

The eligible bachelor doctor was in no hurry to get married, 
apparently, but that December day in 1914 when he drove Ethel 

McDonald to the preacher’s house and found the Reverend Brace- 
well killing hogs, either his haste to be done with the ceremonials 
or his profound surgeon’s respect for the work in which the minis- 
ter was engaged impelled him to insist that the proceedings go 
forward without so much as a hand washing. Brother Hugh, wise 
in the feelings of couples on this momentous occasion, requested 
his wife to bring the Bible and made short shrift of the formalities. 

From 1917-1920 Dr. Carl had a hospital in Madisonville. For 
the next three years he was back in Bedias; then in 1923 he went 
to Houston, where his skill as a surgeon quickly attracted a large 
practice. He continued to practice in Houston until shortly before 
his death. 

Ever mindful of his struggles to prepare himself for his life’s 
work, he was always ready to lend a helping hand to aspiring 
young men and to encourage and assist them—not only those who

Pleadings by his father failed to change his mind. In March of 
1837—about the same time the Baptist preacher Z. N. Morrell was 
in rowdy Houston delivering the first sermon ever preached there 
—Sam and Mary Maverick left Alabama for his father’s planta- 
tion, Montpelier, in South Carolina, for a farewell visit. At Mont- 
pelier the Mavericks, father and only son, had an emotional 
reunion after a separation of several years. The year before, his 
father had mourned Sam—or “Gus,” as he always called him—as 
having been killed at the Alamo, not knowing that his son had been 
elected a delegate to the convention at Washington-on-the-Brazos 
and thus had escaped Santa Anna’s slaughter. When Sam spoke of 
returning to that place, his father offered him Montpelier and its 
vineyards, orchards, fields, mills, and shops, or another place, if he 
would stay. Sam Maverick could not be persuaded to change his 
mind once it had been made up, but his father’s sadness seemed so 
acute that he agreed to postpone his departure. 

Not even the birth of a son, on May 14, deterred him, but it did 
slow him down more. Throughout the summer he and Mary and 
the baby, also named Sam, remained at Montpelier, with Grand- 
father refusing to accept their departure. But on the day the baby 
turned five months old—Cctober 14, 1837—Sam Maverick de- 
cided the time had come to say goodbye. He and his young family 
left for a final visit to Tuscaloosa before going on to Texas. For 2 
few hours Sam’s father rode along with them, putting off the fare- 
well as long as possible, and when he finally did turn back to 
Montpelier “it was dreadful to see his grief in saying farewell to his 

‘ son,” Mary observed. Texas was a distant land, full of unfathom- 
able dangers. ' 

At Tuscaloosa they stayed six weeks, making final preparations 
for the trip. Mary’s youngest brother, Robert, slight and sickly, 
needed a change of climate, and his mother reluctantly consented 
to let him go along. Finally, early in December, they left: Sam, 
Mary, young Sam, Robert, and ten Negro slaves, including four 
children. For the trip they had a carriage, a large Kentucky wagon 
and team, three extra saddle horses, a blooded filly, and, in the 
wagon, a comfortable store of provisions: tents, bedding, food.

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CHAPTER VI 


EARLY MILITARY RECORDS 


Revolutionary Soldiers 


Henry County was not formed until after the 
American Revolutionary War, but a number of 


these old Patriots and Widows of soldiers came - 


to this county to settle and lie buried in its soil. 
Because of their advanced age, they did not live 
long nor long enough to receive pensions under 
the Act of 1832. Twelve were Pensioners in 
1635, and only five in 1840. Only one is known 
to have been living in 1850. On 1837 tax list, 
several were marked as Revolutionary Soldiers 
and over age to pay tax. 

‘The children and grandchildren of these Pa- 
trots were the early settlers who lived and devel- 
oped the county from the formation up to the 
War between the States. The settlers of this gen- 
cration lived to just before and after this war. 
Many of these death dates occurred from 1874 


to 1856.

These loose papers usually contain 
signatures of legatees on receipts for their shares as well as* 
bills the estate had to pay that might sive the name of the children 
or wife not named above. 


We went to Clake county Alabama to the courthouse and they had a 
file of these papers on different estatese In this file of loose 
papers I found the Stinson I am researching and there was e& bond 
signed by him in 1837. I was so thrilled to hold that paper in 

my hand and realize thet he had signed it 141 years ago. I also 
saw a similar file in Sumter County Alabama Courthouse at Livingston 
Alabama several years agoe It even contained the original old wills. 
The wills were usually recorded in the probate book, but the receipts 
etc were tied together in bundles and filed separately and not 
recorded in the probate booke 


In the Alabama Genealogical Society Magazine I found at the Archives 
in Austin, TX (they are out of print now) There were many pages on the 
Adams of Wilcox County, Alabama, but I did not find out my Lewin Adams 
parents who were supposed to have lived there when Lewin was born.

The newspapers in Landonderry and Bel- 

fast were filled with advertisements in- 

viting emigrants to take ships to Ameri- 

ca. One in the Belfast Newsletter during 
the period read: 


For Philadelphia or New Castle in 
America. The new Ship MARQUIS of 
GRANBY, burthen 300 tons. Archi- 
bald McIlwain, Commander, will sail 
from Londonderry for the ports 
aforesaid on the 25th of July next. 
Any person or persons who intend 
going there either as passengers, 
redemptioners or servants, may apply 
to Messers John Mauleverer, Robert 
Fairly, and Thomas Beasly of said 
City, merchants 

N.B. The above |ship is a prime 
sailer and has good accommodations 
for passengers, and the said master 
is well acquainted with the trade. 
Londonderry, 27th of May. 


It was in ships such as this that a 
quarter of a million Ulster Scots came to 
America in the five waves that ended on 
the eve of the American Revolution. This 
loss of such a large number of people had 
a further depressing effect on the econo- 
my of Ulster and resulted in the virtual 
depopulation of large parts of the coun- 
tryside. The ports of entry to the new 
jand were primarily through the Delaware 
River ports of New Castle and Philadel- 
phia. The first two waves helped (along 
with German settlers) to fill up the 
Pennsylvania back country and spilled 
over into the Shenandoah Valley of Vir- 
ginia. The third wave of 1740-41 filled 
the Valley of Virginia and began to 
spread into the upcountry of North Caro- 
lina. The fourth wave of 1754-55 con- 
tinued the fillup of western North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina. The last wave 
of 1771-75 spread from New York to Geor= 
gia. The 250,000 Ulster Scots who came 
in each succeeding wave "leap-fi LW 
the preceding one, stopping when 
first suitable land was reached.

about 1755. This Quaker city had Tittle 
real tolerance for the many Ulstermen who 
flooded its docks and streets and urged 
them to move on to the west. It took” 
little encouragement in this respect, 
since these emigrants were eager to get 
to the new land that lay at some point 
along the road that was wel? known to 
the thousands who had gone on before. 
There is no reason to suppose that John 
Adams of County Cavan, Ulster, found any 
arta to tarry in this small provincial 
city. 


What a new emigrant could bring with 
him on the voyage was limited to a few 
clothes and personal possessions. There 
was no way all of the necessities of life 
could be brought along. He had to outfit 
himself with his minimum needs in Phila- 
delphia or along the road leading west- 
ward toward Lancaster. He bought a fire- 
arm first--necessary for his protection 
and for hunting the abundant wild game 
of the frontier. He also needed a horse 
(or oxen) and some kind of cart or wagon. 
Corn for food and seed and a few basic 
tools that improved chances of survival 
on the land were all that remained to.

to the northwest corner of Maryland near 
Hagerstown, crossing the Potemac River at 
Watkins Ferry, thence southward into the 
Shennandoah Valley of Virginia. The road 
then ran through the Yalley of Virginia, 
passing Winchester, Virginia, to Staun- 
ton, Lexington, crossing the James River 
at Looney's Ferry (modern Buchanan), and 
then to Big Lick (Roanoake). When the 
present site of Roanoake was reached, the 
Valley of Virginia, as such came to an 
end. The road then ran southward through 
very hilly country into North Carolina 
and the Yadkin River valley. The road 
continued through Charlotte (then called 
Hornet's Nest) to Rock Hill, where it 
branched eastward to Camden and Charles- 
ton and back again to Augusta, Georgia, 
where it again joined the other branch 
that led from Rock Hill through Ninety- 
Six, South Carolina? to its terminus 
(again) at Augusta. 


This road was not a road in any sense 
that we think of them today. It was a 
most difficult passage. In many 
stretches it was but a trail just wide 
enough to accommodate a single wagon; in 
other places, such as through the Valley

So John Adams found that it was neces- 
sary to travel almost 500 miles, taking 
over a month, before he came, at last, 
to North Carolina and turned into the 
foothills of the mountains that lay to 
the west. 


ettlers who came to the North 
Carolina frontier and back 
: country by way of The Great 

Philadelphia Wagon Road had little infor- 
mation to rely on when they set out on 
the journey. It was almost a “journey 
into the unknown." Such information they 
had about what to expect was based on 
stories, passed by word of mouth, back 
along the re by those few who re- 
turned. This i i 
erally a “one way" road and the end of 
the road was essentially unexplored. The 
country-side would fill up as the set- 
tlers came in and the later ones would 
"Jeap-frog" the others and take up the 
next available land. 
1717, when the settlers first started 
taking up the land along the road west of 
Philadelphia, thousands of Scotch-Irish 
immigrants had come in a steady stream 
into Philadelphia and New Castle, along 
the Delaware River, and had proceeded 
west along the road taking up the unoccu- 
pied land as they came to it. None were 
particularly concerned with any of the 
formalities of land ownership and, by 
virtue of their great numbers became 
squatters, which the provincial authori- 
ties were helpless to control. Each suc- 
ceeding wave of immigrants that followed 
pushed farther and farther to the west, 
until -the mountains were reached and, 
then, turning south, flooded into the 
Shennandoah Valley of Virginia. By the 
middle of the 18th century (1750), the 
Scotch-Irish and some Germans had spilled 
over into North Carolina in such numbers 
that the stream became a flood. 


North Carolina had been owned prior to 
1729 by the great English Proprietors 
and, contrary to the policies of William 
Penn in Pennsylvania, who encouraged de- 
velopment of his holdings, they had done 
practically nothing to settle the interi- 
or. In fact, there was official indif- 
ference to the up-country. After the 
cession of the colony by the Proprietors 
to the English Crown, the official policy 
changed to one of a specific encourage-" - 
ment to the settlers. tue 
ty years after the cession of North ¢ 


Tina to the Crown, the immigrants to the. 
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However, for twen- 


colony came by sea and essentially re- 
mained near the coast and the lower river 


valleys. Few ventured into the Piedmont 
and up-country. 


In the decade of 1740-50, a few of the 
more adventurous settlers then living in 
the Valley of Virginia found their way 
from the north into the up-country of 
North Carolina. They were only a symbol 
of what was to come. The flood of set- 
tlers that poured into western 
Carolina between 1750 and the Revolution- 
ary War (1775) represented one of the 
greatest migrations of the time. By the 
time the flood ebbed, with the coming of - 
the Revolutionary War, the North Carolina 
back-country had about 60,000 settlers. 
Some had come from the eastern Tidewater 
area, but, by far, most had come in from 
the north--Germans, Swiss, Welsh, but 
most were overwhelmingly Scotch-Irish.. 
Many were early settlers of Penns lyvania,. 
Maryland and Virginia and many mare were

It became a 
road by virtue of terrain, necessity and 
usage.. It led in a particular direction 
because of the topography of the land and 
i the desire of the settlers to reach the 

new Jand beyond. Thus it followed, as 
does water, a natural way; coming to a 
barrier, it is diverted to a passable 
course. With the coming of a flood, its 
banks are overflowed and spill out on all 
sides. This is what happened time and 
again as the land was filled up--flooded 
--along the Great Philadelphia Road, 
along its entire course. 


Thus we come to the period shortly 
after 1755, when John Adams first came to 
\merica. We do not know if he was mar- 
ried at the time he came from Ulster, but 
it is quite possible that he was and, 
therefore, brought his wife with him.

Some time shortly after 1755, John 
Adams came into the Yadkin River valley 
of North Carolina and ‘took up land in the 
foothills of what is now Wilkes County. 
Here in the Lewis Fork area, just west of 
present-day Wilkesboro, he cleared a 
patch of land and built a cabin. ‘At that 
time the area was in Anson County, © 
which stretched over a —— area fri 
which several other counties, inclentag 
Wilkes, would be formed later. 


During this early period the area 
where John Adams lived could not be said 
to be an organized saciety or community. 
There was no government reaching these 
back-woods. Churches were few or non- 
existent in these early years and the 
settlers were served by some itinerate 
preacher, who made an infrequent visit on 
his circuit. Even then, be preached 
where he could, married those who had 


been waiting (it is said that some did 
not wait); the dead could not wait either 
for his visits. While most of the 
Scotch-Irish were Presbyterians, they 
soon found that in this frontier they had 
no minister of that faith to tend them. 
The educated clergy the Presbyterians in- 
sisted upon were not to be found there. 
The Baptist and Methodist were there, 
however, and we find that they soon, of 
necessity, filled the void for these 
Scotch-Irish. 


The absence of organized governmental 
authority also left a void as far as 
discipline in these back-woods was con- 
cerned. This void was filled either by 
the family unit or the churches--where 
there were organized churches. Organized 
churches did not appear, however, until 
after Wilkes County was formed in 1778 
from Surry County. (Before 1771, it was 
a part of Rowan County; and befere 1753,.

hen the Revolutionary War ended 
in 1783, Georgia, the youngest 
state, was very sparsely settled. 


It occupied a very small territory, just 
the coastal area and the Savannah River 
valley. It was surrounded by hostile 
Indians and Spaniards on all sides except 
the seaboard, and South Carolina. 


During the Bavotition, Georgia had 
been torn by civil strife between the 
Whigs, who favored the revolution, and 
the Tories, who were royalists. There 
were more British sympathizers in Georgia 
than in any other colony, due in part to 
the fact that many Georgians were not far 
removed in point of time from the mother 
country. During the war, the British had 
overrun and occupied Savannah and Augusta 
and large numbers of Whigs had fled to 
South Carolina for safety. When the war 
ended, there was a great need for people 
for protection against the Indians and to 
bolster the devastated Georgia economy. 
Georgia's greatest asset at the time was 
land and it was offered on such attrac- 
tive terms that the land-hungry inhabi- 
tants of the older states were drawn in a 
continual stream. 


One of the oldest counties in Georgia 
was Washington County, established by an 
Act of the Assembly of Georgia on Febru- 
ary 25, 1884. It was created from the 
contested Creek Cession of November 1, 
1783 and encompassed a vast wilderness in 
which there were few if any white set- 
tlers. 


In an effort to distribute the wilder- 
ness land of Washington County, initially 
a system of “bounty grants" was insti- 
tuted. Because of confusion and an in- 
creasing number of frauds in the granting 
of lands, Georgia turned to a system 
known as the “Land Lottery” to dispose of 
its lands west of the Oconee River. In 
the lotteries the land was first surveyed 
by the state and divided into numbered 
districts and lots. The first lottery 
was held in 1805, with others Ter, aad 
in the years 1807, 1420.

The road was maintained in the various 
counties. through which it passed and waS.5, 
a state road.as would 
The WRS. 2 
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Coffee Road until James Lovett's home and 
inn was reached, which was about 15 miles 
east of Thomasville near the then Lowndes 
and Thomas county line. Since most trav- 
elers stopped there for dinner, it was 
often referred to as a "dinner-house." 


This, therefore, was the setting of 
the place that was to be the home of the 
Adams family for the next eleven or 
twelve years. They, as did the hundreds 
of others of the time, drove their wagons 
south after leaving Augusta through 
Louisville, and following the Louisville 
Road to Jacksonville in Telfair County, 
came to the Coffee Road, which led them 
southwestward into.Thomas County. Here 
they settled. 


One of the first things (Jesse) Allen 
Adams and his boys had to do was fashion 
some sort of house for the family. Most 
probably, it was a one-room log house, 
where all of the family's activities, 
cooking, eating, and sleeping, took 
place. Later they most likely added a 
similar log room, connected to the origi- 
nal structure by a "dog trot," or an open 
passageway between the two rooms. They 
used enormous timbers for sills, put to- 
gether rough floors with wooden pegs, and 
shuttered windows with clapboards. They 
would also have had a chimney, con- 
structed of stones or even sticks held 
together with mud. 


It was also necessary as soon as pos- 
sible to clear fields, so that crops 
could be "put in" due time. Clearing the 
fields was no new task for (Jesse) Allen 
Adams; his family had been doing just 
that for several generations. But, even 
so, it was a prolonged and laborious 
process. He did it here in Thomas County 
as he had done many times before. He 
first killed the pine trees by chopping 
around the trunks, left them standing un- 
til they died and let the sunlight 
through to the ground, where he then 
planted his crops. Only much later were 
the tree trunks and stumps removed.

(Jesse) Allen Adams and his famity proha~ 
bly joined his neighbors in the fail. 
after the crops were in and, in wagon 
trains as long as two miles in length, 
going to’ the Florida coast or over to . 
Saint Marks for two weeks, where the men 
boiled the seawater in large drums and 
got from each cooking two quarts of. sait. 
In this way, they produced enough salt 
for the family use for the coming year. 


On March 20, 1827, the year after the 
Adams family arrived in Thomas County, 
Allen Adams was born. The next year, 
1828, Alice Adams was born. Two years 
later, in March 1830, Julia, the last 
child of (Jesse) Allen and Elizabeth Bry- 
ant Adams was born. The census of 1830 
shows that (Jesse) Allen Adams owned ia 
male slave at the time. 


As the years went by and the children 
got older, the family was able to improve 
all of the circumstances of daily life. 
They steadily improved their home, making 
it more inhabitable, and added to their 
material aghrarig oat All of the male - 
members of the Adams family were always 
goad carpenters, which served ‘to fact 
tate improvements on the Masdaa’ ‘ zs 
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Nan Adams High, a daughter of Samuet 
Elvin Adams, a granddaughter of Elvin 
Bryant Adams, and great granddaughter of 
Jessee Allen Adams, recalls stories that 
Julia Adams (youngest child of Jesse Al- 
len Adams) told in later years about the 
Indians during this period. She said 
that Aunt Julie remembered one night dur- 
ing the time of the Indian rebellion that 
they heard a neighbor's children scream- 
ing. Her father, (Jesse) Allen Adams, 
said he was going to see what was wrong. 
He thought Indians were there. He said 
if he didn't come soon, for them to 
run to the woods and hide. Aunt Julia 
(6 years old at the time) said she wanted 
it to be the Indians. She said she felt 
like she could run a mile. But it was 
not the Indians. In fact, all that had 
happened was that the neighbor children's 
bedstead had fallen down and they didn't 
know what had happened, so they started 
screaming. The Indians never did bother 
them. Her father, (Jesse) Allen Adams, 
was kind to them and helped some of them. 


Aunt Julia recalled one day an Indian 
man came by during a hard rain. Her 
father invited him in out of the rain. 

He asked the Indian to show him his hunt- 
ing weapon. Before giving it to him, the 
Indian walked over and took her father's 
gun from the rack over the door and kept 
it until he got his weapon back. When 
the rain stopped, he walked over to the 
door and said, “poor wet hunter," and 
left. 

Another story Julia Adams told was of 
an Indian who was a friendly one. The 
Indian man stopped by one day. He didn't 
have any clothes on. It was cold weather 
and her father asked if he was cold. The 
Indian said, "Your face not cold, Indian 
not cold." 


Another time some Indian men went by a 
neighbor's house. They were killing a 
hog. One Indian said, "White man's meat 
today, Indian's meat tonight." They . 
meant to steal it. but the white peop] 
took it in their bedrooms that night. 


Aunt Julia told Nan that she was not 
afraid of the Indtans, even

We must speculate at this point. It 
is possible that the death of Elizabeth 
Bryant Adams, wife and mother, was sucha . 
destabilizing factor in the family's 
life, Allen's proclivity to pick up and 
move again could have asserted itself. 

As has been noted before, and will be 
noted again, he repeatedly exhibited this 
characteristic of his Scotch-Irish an- 
cestors, whose wanderlust was legendary. 
In any event, we find the family in Ran- 
dolph County in the year 1840, located in 
the vicinity of Morris, a little communi- 
ty a few miles west of Cuthbert in the 
direction of Georgetown. It is quite 
likely that (Jesse) Allen Adams brought 
his family here sortly after his wife's 
death in 1837. 


The trip from Thomas County to Ran- 
dolph County was only about one hundred 
miles and could have easily have been ac- 
complished in a week's time. By the late 
1830s other roads and trails had been cut 
through the many still uninhabited parts 
of Georgia, connecting the widely sepa- 
rated settled area. One of these roads 
was one that ran north and north rorth- 
west to Albany, where it connected with 
the Hartford Read, which lead west to 
Gaines Road. Without much doubt, the 
family took this road from Thomasvtile, 
with all of their passession loaded on 
wagons and driving. their. livesteck with — 
them, and traveled north until they came- 
to the Hartford Read, where they turned § 
west. When they came. tothe junction

The first member of the family group 
to come to Alabama was Sarah, the fourth 
child and second daughter of (Jesse) Al- 
jen and Elizabeth Bryant Adams. Sarah 
had been only a baby at the time of the 
family's move from North Carolina to 
Georgia and now she was twenty-eight 
years old and had been married eight 
years to James W. Albritton, a son of 
neighbor Asa Albritton and his wife. _ 
Elizabeth Williams. (They had been mar- 
ried in Randolph County on November 18, 
1841, by John R. McNeil, a Judge of In- 
-ferior Court.) They had left the family 
group in 1845 and moved across the Chat- 
tahoochee River into Henry County, Aia- 
bama. In 1849, Sarah and James were al- 
ready the parents of four children, Isa- 
bel, Byrd, Eliza and Columbus.

Long before Barbour County was opened 
to white settlers, the Indian village. on 
the Chattahoochee River which became 
known as Irwinton had given little prom- 
ise of being more than an offshoot of one 
of the lower Creek towns, known as the 
Eufallahs. It was one of two settlements 
on the west bank of the river which had 
been established by the Creeks, as they 
branched out from the older town on the 
east bank. When the, Creek Cession of 
1832 drew the village into the freshly- 
chartered County of Barbour, the settlers 
were calling it Irwinton, instead of the 
linguistically Indian name by which it 
had been known since the latter part of 
the eighteenth century. 


In May 1844, however, the town of 
Irwinton had changed its name to Eufaula 
--just five years before the Adams family 
came through into Barbour County. By 
this time, the Indians had been removed 
west of the Mississippi and the country 
side had become “civilized.” 


Thus we find the Adams family leaving 
the Asa Albritton and Jesse D. Brown fam- 
ilies and other neighbors in Randolph 
County, Georgia and moving the few miles 
across the Chattahoochee River. 


In the beginning there is some indica- 
tion that the family did not remain to- 
gether, that is, settle adjacent to each 
other in Barbour County. This appears to 
have been a temporary arrangement, since 
we later find the family living and farm- 
ing side by side. 


Lewis Nashwel] Adams and his wife, 
Alice Jane Albritton, moved with their 
four children to a point about five miles 
west of Eufaula (on present Highway 30) 
and acquired farm land just west of Ep- 
worth Methodist Church, where he built a 
house. He remained here until 1869, when 
he sold the farm and home to his son, 
John Allen Adams, and moved south several 
miles to Belcher (Sandy Point). It was 
at the home-place at Epworth that the 
last six of their ten children were born:
